The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a mobile platform fire detection system. Each independent claim identifies the 
• uniquely distinct features "a plurality of smoke detectors and heat sensors positioned in a mobile 
compartment, each connectable through a control loop to a predetermined indicator on a remote 
panel said panel positioned proximate to an entrance to the mobile compartment, and the panel 
having a plurality of indicators that operablv and visually distinguishing a first alarm smoke 
detector fi:'om a second and any subsequent alarm ones of the plurality of smoke detectors, and 
o perablv identifying a firs alarming heat sensor ", in combination with the manner claimed. The 
closest prior arts, Corl et al US 4,870,394, Kimmel et al US 6,972,676, Mande et al. US 
4,198,625 and Kimura et al. US 4,581,604 teach similarly invention, however they fail to 
disclose the distinct limitations above, therefore, either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
